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In our journey of faith, we are confronted with various temptations and challenges that test the sincerity of our 
devotion to the truth of God's Word. One such challenge we face today is the rise of Hyper-Charismatic 


Excesses within certain segments of the Christian community. 


In our modern era, false teachers and prophets have emerged, wielding their spiritual gifts as instruments for 
self-glorification rather than the exaltation of God. They entice multitudes with sensational signs and wonders, 
drawing unsuspecting souls into their web of deception. However, it is crucial to remember the words of our 
Lord Jesus Christ in Matthew 24:24, "For false messiahs and false prophets will arise and perform great signs 
and wonders to lead astray, if possible, even the elect." Moreover, the apostle Paul warns us in 2 Thessalonians 
2:9 of the deceptive nature of these signs and wonders, which are often in accordance with the work of Satan. 
These individuals, as precursors of the Antichrist, collaborate with the forces of darkness to lead astray those 


who are vulnerable to their deception. 


A particularly insidious tactic of these false teachers is their manipulation of sacred symbols. They anoint 
people with oil, a practice that typically symbolizes the Holy Spirit in the Old Testament. However, in doing so, 
they pervert its meaning, turning it into a tool of deception. This satanically-empowered anointing denies the 
true work of the Holy Spirit and thereby denies Christ Himself. Furthermore, they maliciously propagate the 
idea that individuals can attain more oil or ascend to another high-level dimension through prayer, often 
referencing an upper room. This concept of a higher dimension or upper room mirrors the teachings about the 


outer heaven, the realm of spirits of darkness as described by Paul in 2 Corinthians 12:2-4. 


Paul's description of the three heavens sheds light on the deceptive teachings surrounding this supposed 
higher dimension or upper room. The first heaven represents the sky or atmosphere, the second heaven 
symbolizes the outer heaven or the realm of spirits of darkness, and the third heaven signifies paradise. False 
teachers exploit the ambiguity of scriptural language, leading believers to believe they can attain spiritual 
elevation through their methods. In reality, this pursuit only distances them from the truth of the Gospel and 


opens them up to manipulation by the forces of darkness. 


We must issue a solemn warning against the misplaced emphasis on signs and wonders. Throughout history, 
there has been a tendency for people to seek after prophecies and signs, oftentimes consulting occultists or 
those claiming to have special insight into the future. Tragically, this occultism has infiltrated even the church, 
with individuals styling themselves as prophets of God but being driven by the spirit of darkness. Many 
churchgoers, unaware of the deceit at play, have fallen into the trap of loving false signs and prophesies, 


unwittingly seeking guidance from sources aligned with the evil one. 


Even more concerning is the trend of individuals seeking divine revelation through unconventional means, 
such as ascending mountains or seeking out isolated locations in hopes of encountering God's voice. While the 
desire to commune with the divine is commendable, the method matters greatly. In the New Testament, signs 
and wonders were indeed manifested, but their purpose was to validate the gospel message, not to glorify the 
teacher or to satisfy the curiosity of the seeker. The gifts of God, including prophecy and miracles, are not 


intended for personal gain or fame but rather to glorify God and edify the church. 


In the New Testament, signs and wonders served a specific purpose: to validate the Gospel message and the 
ministry of the apostles. Acts 2:43 tells us that "everyone was filled with awe at the many wonders and signs 
performed by the apostles." These miracles were not meant to showcase the power of individuals or attract 
people to certain teachers; rather, they were intended to confirm the authenticity of the Gospel message and to 


point people to Jesus Christ as the Savior. 


However, the danger arises when individuals become enamored with signs and wonders for their own sake, 
rather than recognizing them as secondary to the proclamation of the Gospel. When people prioritize the 
pursuit of miraculous experiences over the pursuit of a genuine relationship with Christ, they become 


susceptible to deception and manipulation by false teachers and prophets. 


It's important to acknowledge the genuine desire for healing that motivates many to seek after signs and 
wonders. Illness, pain, and suffering are very real experiences in this fallen world, and it's natural to long for 
relief and restoration. However, we must be cautious not to let this desire blind us to the truth. While God is 
indeed a God of healing and restoration, our ultimate healing comes through the finished work of Jesus Christ 


on the cross, not through fleeting signs and wonders performed by men. 


In the midst of these challenges, we find guidance and wisdom in the unchanging truths of God's Word. Jesus 
Himself cautioned against seeking after signs and wonders as a means of validating one's faith, declaring in 
Matthew 12:39, "An evil and adulterous generation seeks for a sign, but no sign will be given to it except the 
sign of the prophet Jonah." Furthermore, the apostle John exhorts us in 1 John 4:1 to test the spirits, discerning 
whether they are of God. We are called to examine the character and teachings of those who claim to be 


messengers of God, looking for evidence of Christlikeness and doctrinal alignment with Scripture. 


In conclusion, dear brothers and sisters, let us approach the phenomenon of Hyper-Charismatic Excesses with 
humility, discernment, and a steadfast commitment to the truth of God's Word. May we be vigilant in testing 
every spirit and holding fast to the teachings of Scripture, lest we be led astray by false prophets and deceptive 
signs. Above all, let us fix our eyes on Jesus, the author and perfecter of our faith, and seek after truth rather 
than signs and wonders. And may our lives be a testimony to the transformative power of the Gospel, shining 


brightly amidst the darkness of falsehood and deception. 
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
